Motion pictures of the higherr type fur- 
nish @ healthy outlet’ for. the ‘natural 
craving for excitement and adventure 
that might otherwise be used harmfully, 
Dr. George W.:Kirchwey, former War- 
dent of Sing Sing Prison, now: head of 
the ‘Department. of Criminology of. the 
New York School of Social Work;. said 
to The Associated Press yesterday. 

For ten’ years.Dr. Kirchwey. has been 
studying crime and his conclusion ts 
that the, motion pictures exert, a bene- 
ficial influence’ upon the community, 
He does not.believe’ that motion. pictures 
tend to increase crime. 

‘The sensational character of many 
crimes during ‘the last few ‘years which 
some people attribute to the suggestion 
of the’ movie is due, not to the motion 
picture, which*is simply a new device 
for furnishing entertainment and in- 
struction, but to the automobile, which 
has furnished a new means of making 
a quick getaway to the bandit. 

“There thay, In the*multitude of movie 
patrons, be a few who overdo it or who 
aré so unstable that they get harm from 
excessive. indulgence, to’ whom it be- 
comes. a form of. dissipation. But If 
don’t see any way in which the world 
can be made safe for morons. For the 
vast majority I believe that the mind is 
broadened and stimulated by motion pic- 
tures as they are today. 

“Hospitals find that motion pictures, 
like music, have a tonic effect upon the 
inmates, stimulating them, preventing 
them from brooding and putting them. in

PARK AVENUE REMODELED. 

After five years’ agitation Borough 
President MILLer has succeeded in do- 
ing the Obvious with regard to the 
traffic jam where Park Avenue 
«crosses Forty-fifth Stredt’ north of 
Grand Central Station. A raised road 
is to be built on» Depew. Place, be- 
tween the Hotel Commodore and the 
station,. corresponding to that-already 
on its gestern side, so that traffic 
will flow around both sides. Where 
the two streams meet at the northern 
end of the station a viaduct will be 
Luilf along and over Forty-fifth Street, 
roughly corresponding to that over 
Forty-second Street, The northern in- 
cline wilf occupy the black’ , between 
Forty-sixth and Forty-fifth Streets, 
running into the centre of the viaduct. 
The southern incline will extend from 
its two ends a block or more on either 
side of the station. There will thus be 
space for the continuous flow of six 
lines of traffic, three northbound and 
three southbound. Cars going south 
on Park Avénue to the station en- 
trance will also be convenienced. 
Turning west at Forty-seventh Street, 
they will find an extension. of Vander- 
bilt Avenue, which will cross Forty- 





under the new viaduct. This cross- 
ing, now. congested with confused 
streams of traffic, will be no more dif- 
ficult *han any other in the neighbor-

cats, its solitary vigils at ratholes, its 
mournful chants and ardent psalms, are 
all supposed to be without the knowl- 
edge of the owner. of the vagabond 
minstrel. So if the cat in the course 
of his inquisitive meanderings pro- 
vides himself with a bird or two from 
a@ neighbor’s supply, it is necessary ta 
proye scienter before the owner can be 
hold responsible for the depredation. 
Now, any cat owner will, realize: at 
once that the Judges have left open’a 
Aifficult question, Since, the Court 
has gone on the presumption that the 
cat. keeps his secrce*s; and'-even a 
pigeon owner, would not’ expect. ‘the 
cat’s master to extract them, it seems 
to follow that the cat enjoys the privi- 
leges of citizehship without its duties. 
Only by accepting that: perilous doc- 
trine can the cat owner keep his eon · 
sclence clear.
